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Editorial Trade Review. 

The condition of business at present is one that is 
waiting for something to develop. There is no great 
movement, no vitality; the sleeping energies of our 
industrial resources have become awakened, and are 
perfectly willing to be put to work, but so far they 
let ‘‘ I dare not, wait upon I would,” like the cat in the 
adage. They await the acknowledgment from the 
buying merchant that notwithstanding the unprofita- 
ble results shown by recent inventories, he is still ‘‘ in 
the swim,’”’ and can back up his spring orders with a 
certainty of no unusual extension of credit forming a 


possible proviso. 
The Wire Nail production is approaching a state of 


affairs we were all familiar with previous to the forma- 
tion of the organization that collapsed Dec. 1, last. 
The big concerns can be relied upon to fill orders 
promptly in any required quantity, and are still doing 
business at the old stand. The small and ineffective 
plants, that started out to make their everlasting for- 
tunes when Commissioner Parks made high prices 
fashionable, are letting the dust of a wilful idleness set- 
tle upon their machines, rather than pay salaries and 
expect to find a small product bubbling over with 
profits at the current schedule of extras. 

So far as general business is concerned we are some- 
what disappointed at the hollowness of the revival so 
sanguinely anticipated would follow when the factories 
greased up their journals and started their wheels, 
under the supposition that business would arise like 
the fabled Phoenix from the ashes of a devitalized past. 

But we must still await the full fruition of our 
efforts, which increasing confidence will yet make pos- 
sible. 

Everything commercial experiences a feeling of hes- 
itancy which increasing capital regrets to find. Not- 
withstanding the several failures in the banking circles 
of the West, where an uncontrollable desire to pluck 
the flower of profit from the nettle danger, has brought 
into the director’s room the speculative methods of the 
Stock Exchange instead of sound collaterals, the 
banks of New York are finding their deposits have in- 
creased nearly a hundred millions since election, and 
money finds difficulty in making on call loans even one 
and a half per cent. interest. The country merchants 
in the meantime are daily growing stronger and more 
Conservative, and healthy trade can afford to bide its 
time for a display of energy that should create a divi- 
dend unknown to the results of 1896.

A revival early in the approaching season of this 
important line among the manufacturers of our coun- 
try, would do more to electrify the present nerveless 
condition of the Hardware trade, than any single in- 
dustry within the hope of an imm2diate improvement.

Does the manufacturer of Hardware, having an es- 
tablished reputation during many years past, realize 
that no producer is so strong in the affections of his 


‘ patrons but that some underrated competitor will be 


found hard at work pushing him off his stool of 1m- 
portance, unless he keeps his name and wares emblaz- 
oned in the trade journals that reach the dealers 
familiar with his products? They are all needing in 
these hustling times, some constant reminder to keep 
alive even the hard-earned fame possessed by him in 
his especial line. A constant offering of a product ‘‘as 
good as Smith’s, and ten per cent. less,’’ soon wears 
away the old prestige Smith had in former days, and 
especially when Smith no longer considers it necessary 
to let the trade know he is not dead or even sleeping. 
He has only himself to blame if the rival sits in the 
front row at the earliest opportunity, and lets every- 
body know by up-to-date advertising that he is ahead 
of all competitors in the race for public favor. This 
season, the consumer who wants anything is going to 
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buy it, and the man who has something to sell will be 
benefited by the printer’s aid. 


A Display that Drew. 


The display made by the Pike Mfg. Co., of Pike Station, 
N. H., and New York, at the recent Commercial Travelers’ 
Fair, in Madison Square Garden, New York, was a very 
artistic and handsome exhibition of a fine line of goods, 
prepared under the personal direction of E. Bertram Pike, 
treasurer of the company, who was present at the Garden 
during the entire exhibition. 

Several fine glass show cases were displayed upon count- 
ers, the fronts of which were decorated in maroon colors. 
Above the booth was an artistic display of the same ma- 
terial, behind which were hidden a number of incandes- 
cent lights, which fell directly upon the large world-famous 
picture adopted by the company as one of their trade 
marks, showing this great globe surrounded by materials 
of the company’s manufacture. 

On each side of this picture were long ebony hardwood 
boards, the one to the right being covered with an artistic 
display of oil-stones arranged like an arrow, and that on 
the left of scythe stones arranged to resemble an Indian in 
full headgear. 

The cases were filled with silver-mounted razor hones, 
among which was the largest razor hone in the world, of 
Belgian stone, two and a half feet long, eight inches in 
width, and two inches thick. The exhibition also con- 
tained the largest Washita oil-stone ever made, which was 
four feet long, one foot wide, six inches thick, and weighed 
232 pounds. This was mounted on a silver and ebony 
case. 

On the decorations at the top of the booth was found the 
sharp injunction, ‘‘Sharpen up! Dull tools betoken dull 
wit.” Other signs were displayed, among which was one 
announcing ‘‘ Unique and elegant presents for ladies and 
gentlemen.” 

The booth was one of the handsomest and most artistic 
found in the whole display, and a great many visitors 
showed their appreciation of the efforts made by the Pike 

v., both by their presence and complimentary comments.

of hiscommercial career. In both cities he is widely and

Bruce & Cook is oue of the few old houses which still

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CYCLE INDUSTRY OF 


From the advance sheets of Consular Reports, Decem- 
ber number, issued by the Department of State, Bu- 
reau of Statistics, and dated Dec. 14, we note the following 
interesting and exhaustive review of the cycle industry of 
the United States, taken from the London Times, of Sep- 
tember 26. Claude Meeker, our consul at Bradford, Eng- 
land, believed that the republication of certain of the facts 
embraced in this article, by the Department of State, might 
be of advantage to those engaged in the cycle industry or 
in the trade, so the government generously contributes the 
whole of it: 

‘Prior to 1885, nearly all the cycles used in the United 
States were imported, mainly from England. The number 
of domestic manufacturers was only six, who in the year 
mentioned turned out about 11,000 bicycles, which were 
probably fewer than the importations. It was not until 
i890 that the manufacture assumed anything like fair pro- 
portions. In that year there were seventeen factories 
which produced about 40,000 cycles, and, for the first time, 
the foreign manufacturer began to feel the effect of do- 
mestic competition. In 1894, the number of factories had 
increased at a rapid rate, and bicycles to the number of 
100,000 Or 125,000 were turned out. In 1895, the produc- 
tion bounded up with something resembling magic, amount- 
ing to about 600,000 cycles of various grades. The num- 
ber of manufactories has now grown until there are more 
than five hundred, counting none which turns out a pro- 
duct of less than 1ooo machines a year. If all the smaller 
ones were included, the number of establishments would 
probably reach eight or nine hundred. The capital in- 
vested in the plants of these five hundred large factories 
is placed at $90,000,000, and the lowest estimate of the 
output for the present year is a million completed bicycles, 
worth $60,000,000. This production is not limited to one 
part of the country. Centers of industry are found in 
New England, New York, and Pennsylvania, and in Ohio, 
both at Cleveland and Toledo, there are large groups of 
factories. The same is true in Indiana, in both of which 
States, as well as in Pennsylvania, the manufacturer has 
the advantage, in some places, of natural gas. But the in- 
dustry has moved still further west, reaching a large devel- 
opment not only in Chicago, but in many small places in 
{llinois, Michigan, Iowa and Missouri. In one town in II- 
linois there are sixteen factories, which turned out last 
year 175,000 complete bicycles, and which, it is expected, 
will put forth this year 210,000. 

‘‘Until two years ago the movement of comptete bicycles 
trom England to the United States, although checked, still 
continued. Then a change came over the trade, and steel 
tubes became the feature. This was shown by a report 
made by the United States consul in Birmingham, the cen- 
ter of the industry in its various branches, under date of 
May 8, and published at Washington in the June number of 
the Consular Reports, in which he said: 

‘‘« The cycle industry has had a very rapid and unlooked- 
for growth during the past year, though mainly for do- 
mestic sale and use. Instead of importing complete ma- 
chines, as was done up to 1894, the manufacturers of the 
United States have made long contracts for taking prac- 
tically the whole steel-tube product of many factories. The 
amount of these exported from this district in 1894 was 
$85,899.55. In 1895, the shipments amounted to $507,041.- 
29, and for the first quarter of this year the amount had 
risen to $231,200.36. As showing the decline of one indus- 
ay while another is rising, the exportation of bicycles from 
this district fell from $470,890.73 during the first six

months of the year 1893 to $90,968.61 during the last six 
months of the year 1895. 

‘«* Almost without notice, tubes and all the component 
partsthat enter into the construction of bicycles became 
the features of the market for speculative or investment 
purposes. There is a general feeling that this condition of 
affairs can notlong continue. Some tube-making machin- 
ery has gone to the United States, althcugh the movement 
was carried on very quietly for several months after the 
process began, but the largest part has been made from 
designs procured here. The general impression is that our 
people will be able to supply their own wants by the end 
of the year 1897, and that, as a consequence, the manufac- 
turers in this district can not count upon an American de- 
mand beyond that time.’ 

‘* All estimates seem, however, to have understated the 
actual development of the tube-making industry in Ameri- 
ca. The amount of tubing necessary to make a bicycle is 
calculated to be 20 feet, so that the total amount put into 
the product there for this year will be from 20,000,000 to 
24,000,000 feet. The latest advices concerning the devel- 
opment of tube making are that seven great companies, 
situated in widely separated parts of the country, have a 
capacity of 82,000,000 feet of tubes per year. Some por- 
tion of this will find its way into steam boilers, and new 
uses will probably be developed for it, though it will, in 
the main, be made for bicycles. 

‘‘It is not only in the manufacture of cycles and tubes 
that the industry has been developed. The makers of cy- 
clometers, bells, lamps, repairing tools, locks, racks, oils, 
belts, as well as of bicycle suits, gaiters, shoes, gloves and 
hosiery—all the various articles that enter into the outfit 
of the most exacting cyclist—have kept pace with the man- 
ufacture and sale of machines. It is estimated by the best 
authorities that the amount of capital invested for the 
manufacture of bicycles, tubes, and all collateral undertak- 
ings is now about $125,000,000, and that 150.000 people are 
employed in designing, making and selling these various 
products. The effect of this rapid growth is that no com- 
plete cycles are now imported into the United States, 
while the value of tubes, tells, lamps, and other parapher- 
nalia taken from other countries has declined, and is still 
going down. Foreign firms no longer have branch houses 
or representatives in New York or other American cities; 
if any of their machines are sold, it is merely one here and 
there, kept by some dealer or broker. 

‘‘But this isnot all. This immense production, far be- 
yond the home demand, has forced manufacturers to look 
for aforeign market. To judge from the returns published 
by the Treasury Department, they have met with some 
success. Prior to June 30, 1895, the end of a fiscal year, 
the export of cycles and parts had been so small that they 
found no separate enumeration in the returns, and for the 
last half of the same year the value of these articles ex- 
ported only amounted to $243,721. The progress of the 
export trade in these articles for the next six months is 
shown by the returns to have been as follows: January, 
$89,182; February, $147,819; March, $189,635; April, $330, - 
990; May, $380,867; June, $515,798; making a total of 
$1,654,291, or nearly seven times the amount sent abroad 
during the same period immediately preceding. They fur- 
ther show that nearly one-half of this export, both of com- 
pleted machines and parts,has come to England. As near- 
ly all the value was for complete cycles, it is probable that 
at the wholesale prices—only high-priced machines being 
sent here—the number offered in England has been from 
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12,000 to 15,000. Germany is the next largest customer, 
France being the next, while some shipments have been 
made to every European and South American country. 
Strangely enough, few machines of American manufacture 
have gone to Australia or South Africa, the English manu- 
facturer still holding these markets with no serious com- 
petitor. The United States consuls have made elaborate 
reports as tothe best methods of reaching the markets of 
the countries to which they are accredited, and have been 
able to supply much valuable and interesting information. 
Even bicycle machinery has been exported, some going to 
France within the past few weeks. 

‘‘ As far as can be detarmined, the manufacture has been 
developed with due regard to the highest quality. It is 
claimed that the greatest care is taken in the selection and 
proving of materials, and so much caution is observed as 
to the complete machine that, in one special factory, it 
must pass through five hundred and eighty-four inspec- 
tions before it is permitted to go into the market. The 
study has been to develop strength and lightness com- 
bined, and it is to this that American manufacturers at- 
tribute their success in meeting competition in foreign mar- 
kets. They claim that, although their bicycles are much 
lighter, they are adapted to all descriptions of roads, to all 
kinds of riders, and to every purpose to which they may be 
devoted. By developing these points of lightness and 
strength they claim to be able to make a bicycle which, 
while weighing 26 pounds or less, will safely carry 300 
pounds weight over any road. This improvement in meth- 
ods and machinery has resulted in a decided reduction iu 
price. In 1893 the best bicycles were selling at retail for 
$140; now the same quality of machine—perhaps much 
better, owing to the greater experience of workmen and 
to improved processes—sells at $100. The downward ten- 
dency must be accelerated by the sharp competition which 
has arisen and is becoming still sharper. 

‘‘In many respects it is one of the most surprising devel- 
opments that has ever taken place in the manufacturing 
industry of the United States within the same length of 
time. When it is remembered that, less than eleven years 
ago, there were only six firms engaged in the business, 
with an output of a few thousand cyeles, where there are 
now more than five hundred leading firms, with a product 
of 1,000,000, and innumerable smaller ones, which will 
probably add 200,000 more, comment seems hardly neces- 
sary. As nearly as can be known more than 3,000,000 bi- 
cycles are already in use in the United States, and some 
trade authorities make the number greater than this by 
nearly a million. Even the smaller estimate shows that 
nearly 1 person out of 24 of the 70,000,000 of people has 
already taken to acycle as a matter of business, amuse- 
ment or health. In France, where the number is known 
because of the collection of a tax, the proportion is thus 
far only one in each 250 of the population. As the moun- 
tainous districts of the United States are not generally 
thickly populated, and the country as a whole is more 
level than in Europe, it is not difficult to understand the 
rapid development of the cycle asa method of travel. On 
the other hand, the fact that in many parts the roads are 
ill-adapted to the use of cycles during a considerable part 
of the year, would seem to have a discouraging effect upon 
this development. One result has been the starting of an 
agitation, widely distributed, for the improvement of roads, 
a movement which is likely todo much good. The bicy- 
cle has also reduced the demand for horses and carriages 
and for everything that contributes to the furnishing of 
either. In some cities it has affected the income of tram- 


ways and cabs, and has even reduced the volume of short- 
distance or local travel on railways. The number of riders 
carrying machines with them has been sufficient to change 
the customs of the railways, and as aresult bicycles are 
now carried free as passenger's baggage. 


The last feature 
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has reached such proportions that, during the first two 
weeks in July, the railways running out of New York City 
carried 75,000 bicycles for outgoing passengers, the Erie 
road alone handling 5000 in one day for persons leaving 
home for the national holiday, the Fourth of July. | 

In spite of the large domestic demand, such an unlookea- 
for growth as this is certain to have an effect upon the bi- 
cycle industry in other countries. The high price of labor. 
which some think is a drawback, is really an advantage, 
because high-priced labor is so efficient and its ingenuity 
in the devising and manipulation of machinery is so highly 
developed that the labor cost of the completed article js 
less than it is with lower-priced labor working under less 
favorable circumstances. So far as the trade of the United 
States with foreign countries is concerned, .in this, as in 
other manufactured articles, the country is practically up- 
on the basis of free trade, because, under the law, 99 per 
cent. of the duty paid on any imported material used in 
products sent abroad is refunded by the Treasury. Thus 
the inventive faculty has an opportunity to assert itself, 
In this case, too, great foresight was shown by manufac- 
turers in making contracts abroad for materials, while most 
of the machinery has been made from home designs, and 
is adapted, in the highest degree possible, to the saving of 
labor. In spite of the rapid growth of this trade, the 
speculative element has entered into it far less than has 
been the case in England. The big manufactories have 
not, in general, been floated into limited companies, but 
the expansion has taken the natural course of increasing 
the number of concerns, while the older ones have brought 
their capacity up to the new demand. 

‘*It would be idle to make predictions about the future 
development of what is really a new industry, but in any 
event it is plain that whatever the result may be, the 
United States must be reckoned with as an element in it. 
Unless there is some check in the demand, it seems likely, 
from the activity shown by transatlantic manufacturers, 
that from 40,000 to §0,000 cycles of high quality and of 
American make throughout will be offered in the English 
market before the close of the season of 1897.” 


Harvey Hubbell. 


As a manufacturer of machinery, tools and brass ma- 
chine screws, Mr. Hubbell has taken high rank among the 
industries of this city. Prompt success followed the estab- 
lishment of the business and its six years have been busy 
ones. Many specialties are made by Mr. Hubbell; sheet 
metal press work for electrical supplies, and brass screws 
for electric work being products that are largely called for. 
An improved horizontal tapping machine is a recent inven- 
tion that is attracting much mechanical attention. The 
machine is designed for light, rapid tapping. The spindle 
is driven by two 13% inch belts, running in reverse direc- 
tions, giving a speed from 1200 to 1500 revolutions per 
minute. The reversing of the tap is accomplished by re 
leasing the foot pressure from treadle, which, through the 
means of a lever, actuates a friction cone. It is fitted with 
a flat sliding plate and a revolving spindle; the latter is 
especially recommended for tapping small pieces. This 
spindle may be fitted with a holder, suitable to retain the 
work, and is wholly under the operator's control. If from 
any cause the tap becomes caught, it may be instantly re- 
leased and allowed to revolve, with work attached, without 
danger of breaking the tap. The machine is fitted with a 
substantial countershaft and chuck, and the whole device 
is of first-class workmanship and neat design. Speed of 
countershaft, 425 revolutions per minute. Weight of ma- 
chine and countershaft complete, 275 pounds.—Avidgeport 
(Conn.), Standard.

The Chreia Dough Kneading Device. 

In the accompanying illustration, a view is presented of 
the Chreia Dough Kneading Device. as it appears in use. 
This article is made by the Chreia Mfg. Co., Watertown, 
N. Y. In operation, the board is placed upon a table or 
other suitable support, and the pivoted hooks turn down, 
to engage with the front of the support. The board con- 








sists of the bottom and back piece; the joint is concaved so 
that in working with the kneader, forcing the dough up to, 
and against the back board, the front edge of the kneader 
slides easily over the horizontal part of the board, on to 
the curve and against the back. This prevents the accu- 
mulation of dough at this point. When the kneader has 
been forced up to the curved back of the backboard, the 
handle is then raised, and the door is squeezed between 
the curved back of the Kneader aud the nearly vertical 
back of the board. This operation, repeated, very soon 
thoroughly kneads the dough for the first kneading. In 
the final kneading it may be cut into the number of loaves 
required, and placed in the pans, by the assistance of the 
kneading implement and a broad knife. There is no neces- 
sity for any hand contact in kneading bread. It is claimed 
for this device that all the operations of kneading can be 
done in one-third the time and be thoroughly clean. There 
are two sizes made, the larger sizes being sufficient to 
knead from 15 to 18 pounds of bread, the smaller one from 
8 to 10. 
The Pleukharp Trucks. 

James Pleukharp & Co., Columbus, Ohio, are engaged in 
the manufacture of a number of warehouse trucks of orig- 
inal and novel design, that command the attention of the 
trade whenever exhibited. In the illustrations below we 
show a couple of these. The Universal Truck, shown in 
Fig. 1, is built of selected lumber, filled and varnished, and 
is constructed on an entirely different principle from any 
other truck now on the market. By reason of this con- 
struction, great strength and rigidity are secured, the truck 
being provided with steel axles, steel dashes, tempered

steel catch hooks and bored wheels. The iron parts are 
blackened and the chains tinned. As will be noticed in 
the illustration, in addition to the two long arms of the 
common form of loading truck, this truck is provided with 
two short arms, which carry the dash and serve as feet. 
The handles are thus brought into convenient position to 

e grasped, and the loaded truck may be set down and 
easily lifted again. A truck constructed in this manner 
cin be made useful for all purposes, handling as does, 
with equal facility, boxes, barrels, crates, bales, etc. With 
the gripping device consisting of chain and hook, adapted 
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to catch over the package to be handled, heavy boxes and 
barrels may be loaded without tilting the package as is the 
general practice, the insertion of the dash under the pack- 
age becoming unnecessary. By its novel construction, a 
double action is secured in loading, the feet being adapted 
to serve as foot levers, the entire weight of the body may 
be thrown on the handles, producing a power so great

that 500 pounds may be handled as easily on this truck as 
100 pounds on the common trucks in use. The patent fac- 
tory and shop truck, shown in Fig. 2, is constructed of 
equally as good material as the one already described; but 
on account of occupying less floor space, is better adapted 
for use in large warehouses, wholesale dry goods or Hard- 
ware stores, printing offices, furniture factories, etc., where 
their practical utility will commend their use.

BY NATH'L C. FOWLER, JR., DOCTOR OF PUBLICITY 


For argument’s sake, and to illustrate a new phase of ad- 
vertising value, I assume that advertising as a trade-bringer 
or builder has no value whatever, and that the importance 
of advertising is wholly dependent upon a condition which 
so far as I know has never been outlined or discussed. 

I claim that advertising has a definite and progressive in- 
trinsic value, based upon the hypothesis that the appear- 
ance of business makes business. 

The well kept store is necessary for the well-run busi- 


ness. 
The successful clerk is essential to the successful busi- 


ness. 
Plenty of capital appears to accompany plenty of busi- 


ness. 

Liberal ddvertising, whether it be valuable or not, invari- 
ably is a factor of liberal business. 

Until business is successful without a proper store, 
proper employees, and the right amount of capital, it must 
be assumed that these three conditions are essential to the 
conduct of profitable trade, and it is as obvious that so long 
as advertising accompanies the business of profit that ad- 
vertising is necessary for the upbuilding of business. 

The mere appearance of advertising indicates that busi- 
ness is being done, or will be done, and so long as every- 
body prefers to buy of men of success rather than of men 
of failure, just so long will the man who advertises be likely 
to do the largest business. 

Pardon the way I putit, but I am willing that you should 
consider advertising, for the time being, but legitimate 
bluff, and that its value is of surface quality. 

| don’t care what you consider advertising, for it makes 
no difference what you and I may individually think, but 
both of us in our self-respect or in our self-conceit cannot 
dig around the root of advertising, superfluous or not as 
it may be, so long as that root is one of the foundation 
connections of every tree in the life of trade. 

A man can be a man without his clothes, but society 
reckons a man partly by his outside fixings. 

A business may be a business without any advertising to 
it, but the immutable law of custom, before which men 
and nations rise or fall, has written in letters of unquench- 
able fire, that men must advertise, and that by their adver- 
tising so shall they be judged. 

Until those words of fire can be quenched, no man has a 
right to practice or to preach an individual doctrine op- 
posed to the rule of custom. 

I will admit that the advertisement never broughta reply 
or ever created curiosity, and yet I am willing to stake my 
reputation upon the assertion that if the value of advertis- 
ing was limited to the appearance of advertising, that ad- 
vertising would be necessary to proper conduct of success_ 
ful business. 

The man who advertises stands before the public in the 
full, legitimate, and dignified prominence of one who is 
proud of his business, has a tight to be proud of it, is doing 
a lot of it, and wants to do more of it, and he is the kind of 
man that everybody wants to do business with, for just so 
long as the moth will be attracted by the candle light, so 
long will trade swarm around the advertising light of busi- 
ness.

$15.581. Louisville accounts, $1173; old bills, $100,204; 
money advanced by trust, $35,000; new accounts, $394; 
pay-roll, $1190. The plant was moved from Louisville 
three years ago in consideration of a bonus and natural gas 
franchise. The receivership was largely the result of being 
unable to realize on accounts readily.

‘‘ off” and for operating from the inside, fitting any doors 
from % to 2 inches; three reverse strikes are packed with 
each dozen. 

The working parts of this latch, and in fact the same 
is characteristic of the whole assortment, are made es-

sentially strong and smooth fitting, every bolt, escutcheon 
and knob being made of bronze metal. 

The ‘Lincoln” Latch, No. 4978, Fig. 2, and the 
other latches which follow, have cast metal cases, uniform 
in pattern and size, but differing in the mechanical construc- 
tion of the locking device, and inthe mode of their adjust- 
ment to wood of varying thickness. Inthe Lincoln Latch- 
Lock the manufacturers have endeavored to meet the de- 
mand for a handsome and reliable lock that can be adjusted 
to suit all thicknesses of doors, whether they open inward 
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or outward. It is confidently relied upon to give a much 
higher grade of security than is usually afforded by latches 
that retail at such a moderate price.

thrown off and held back by a shortturn of the knob, its 
easy spring making a very attractive point in selling, 
Three reverse strikes suiting doors that open outward are 
packed with each dozen unless otherwise ordered, each 
lock being packed separately with screws complete. The 
‘‘TJackson”’ Latch, No. 2254, Fig. 3, is one which the experts 
of the Columbian Exposition pronounced non-pickable from 
its excellent construction, and possessing six tumblers makes 
ita very meritorious latch and a necessity with those hand- 
ling high grade goods. Both of these last mentioned latches 
have been greatly improved by attaching adjusting feat- 
ures of approved design, as will be noticed in the accompany- 
ing illustrations, Fig. 4 and 5, and which add consider- 
ably to their safety and usefulness; the difference in their 
interior construction is shown by the style of key illus- 
trated in connection withthe latches. This method of con- 
struction applies to both the Lincoln and Jackson latches, 
The use of a newly patented rotating knob and signal de- 
vice in each latch notably enhances its merit. Then, when

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Review of the Markets. 


The usual dullness following the -holidays is now ap- 
parent in trade circles, the demand from the retailers being 
of an extremely limited character. The wholesalers are 
pricing up their travelers’ catalogues, who during the 
month, will be on the road to ascertain what the prospects 
are going to be for 1897. They will all go out in a much 
more sanguine state of mind than for several years past, 
and anticipate bringing smiles of approval from their em- 
ployers, the moment they come in contact with a confident 
buyer, and can copy his order. Prices are, with a very 
tew exceptions, favorable for the taking of good spring 
orders, and it is doubtful if any sharp advances will be 
noted until order books are more largely filled than at 
present. . 

Wire Nails: The demand for Wire Nails at the quota- 
tions ruling for the past few weeks is satisfactory, but by 
no means speculative in character. The price is conceded 
to be fair when averaged up with the scale of extras for the 
smaller sizes, but the possibility of greater competition 
when the season's trade fairly opens, will keep large buy- 
ers on the waiting list, unless a willingness is shown by the 
mills to book orders for delivery thirty, sixty, or even 
ninety days hence. This will doubtless be done, as in no 
better way can prices be maintained at the present uni- 
form standard and the business in futures will steady and 
stimulate the movement for the assorting of retail dealers’ 
stocks. We quote for carload lots, f. o. b., mill, $1.45@ 
$1.50; carload lots on dock, New York, $1.60@$1.65; smail 
lots from store, $1.75. 

Cut Nails: While there seems to be an improved en- 
quiry for Cut Nails which is very encouraging to the mills, 
prices are comparatively in harmony with the figures at 
which Wire Nails are quoted, ruling as usual at a relative 
difference. Some of the large buyers are holding off, be- 
lieving lower prices are possible. We quote for carload 
lots, f. o. b., mill, $1.35@$1.40; carload lots on dock, New 
York, $1.45@$1.50, and smaller lots from store, $1.55 @$1. 60. 

Ammunition: Under date of January 4th, the Union 
Metallic Cartridge Co. advance the price of Loaded Shells 
about ten per cent. over previous quotations. 

Agate Ware: The Lalance & Grosjean Mfg. Co., under 
date of January 4th, announce the following discounts as 
applying to goods of their manufacture: Agate Ware, 40 
per cent.; Peerless Ware, 65 per cent.; Crystal Steel Ware, 
40 per cent.; Blue and White Ware, 40 per cent.; White 
Ware, 25 per cent. 

Screws, ete.: Elsewhere in our columns will be fount 
the changes made by the American Screw Co. in Discount 
Sheet dated January 1, 1897. The prices made on Bolts, 
etc., on December 17th, are confirmed in this sheet, and 
prices are withdrawn on a number of kinds of screws, not 
made by many competing companies. 

Window Glass: An increased enquiry is being felt in 
this line, especially in leading sizes of which stocks have 
been low for some time. New factories are being added 
weekly to the number previously in operation, and it is 
expected that new quotations will prevail at an early date. 
At present the stock in the hands of the jobbers is being 
held for small quantities, at 607@6o0&5 per cent. 

Linseed Oil: The Dean Linseed Oi1l Co. quote as fol- 
lows: In lots of less than 5 barrels, 32 cents per gallon; in 
lots of 5 barrels or more, 31 cents per gallon; Builed Lin- 
seed Oil. 2 cents per gallon higher; Calcutta Oil, 50 cents 
per gallon. Above prices are subject to change without 
notice, 

THE COLUMBUS TRADE. 

We have but little to report about the condition of trade 
for the past ten days, as we have been busy with our in- 
voice, and the balance sheet is still not made. We are not 
expecting any fat thing for 1896, however, and will be 
thankful for small favors. December was a fairly good 
month, considering the mild weather. We have had sev- 
eral days of regular April weather, but a cold wave is on 
us now, and will, no doubt, help some winter goods to move.

Unfortunately, during these dull times competition is 
sharper than ever, while the percentage of expenses for 
doing business with the reduced sales, dealers are too apt 
to be so anxious to take business that they take it without 
profit, and in many instances it would seem at actual loss. 
However, the Hardware trade in this vicinity has held its 
own remarkably well, very few failures being recorded in 
our line.

December bus ness footed up a slight advance over the 
same month of 1895. Holiday goods were in fair demand, 
which shows that people are beginning to get some extra 
money to spend.

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Export Notes. 


Secretary Olney has issued an order of far-reaching ef- 
fect upon the American Consular Service, which abolishes 
many of the fees against which foreign shippers and do- 
mestic importers have so long protested, and at the same 
time sweeps away the lucrative attractions of many Con- 
sulates abroad, particularly those in Great Britain, where 
the joss to Consular officials in the shape of fees, which 
they have hitherto retained, will aggregate over $200,000. 
The new amendments to the Consular regulations are as 
follows: 

1.—No oath shall be required for the verification of in- 
voices of merchandise on the free list or subject to specific 
duty only. 

2.,—The verification by oath of invoices of merchandise 
subject expressly or in effect to ad valorem duty may be 
required when the Consular officers to whom the invoices 
are presented have reasonable grounds to suspect fraudulent 
undervaluation or other willful misstatement therein, but 
shall not be required in any other case. (Under this sec- 
tion, any oath may be taken by a commissioner or such 
other officers as are permitted by law.) 

3.—Consular officers are prohibited from receiving the 
whole or any part of the fees charged by a commissioner 
or other officer for administering oaths to invoices, from re- 
ceiving anything as a gratuity or otherwise on account of 
the administration of such oaths, and from being in any 
way either directly or indirectly pecuniarily interested in 
such fees. 

These regulations, which take effect at once, are ex- 
pected to effect a great reform in the service and correct 
many abuses which have been alleged to exist. 

The State Department at Washington continues to record 
evidence of the growing spirit in South and Central Amer- 
ican republics favoring a policy of American commerce for 
Americans only, as the result of the forcible reiteration of 
the Monroe doctrine, the latest conspicuous cases being the 
movement in Brazil for a closer union with its neighbors, 
and the cordial attitude toward the United States in Chili, 
that country having for the past six or eight years mani- 
fested a rather cool disposition toward us. 

Minister Thompson says it is evident that Brazil is mak- 
ing great efforts to bring about a combination between it- 
self, Chili, and Argentina. He is not informed how far 
these efforts have succeeded, but it was noticeable to him 
that the representatives of both these countries in Rio were 
men of much influence and high standing, and having re- 
cently arrived, it was apparent that they were on a special 
He adds that the President of Chili, in a recent 
message, recommended the abrogation of that country’s 
commercial treaties in Europe, saying: 

‘he Government has been engaged in opening a road 
by which our [Chili's] commercial relations with other 
American countries may be strengthened, and it is now 
engaged in negotiating an agreement of this nature with 
Brazil.” 

In regard to the relations with the United States and Eu- 
ropean nations, he says: ‘‘ Treaties of navigation and 
cominerce cannot be regarded under the same aspect. The 
problem consists in insuring increasing exportation and in 
permitting importation to a salutary extent without injur- 
ing the legitimate aspirations of national industry.”

September was in some respects the banner month in the 
history of the exports of American manufactures. The ac- 
tual volume of exports was not greatly larger than in July 
or August, but all three months surpassed previous rec- 
ords, and September differed from the others in showing 
an increase over August instead of the usual decline. The 
whole volume of manufacturing exports during September 
was $21,684,784. The figures for September, 1895, were 
$16, 352,356, and the figures for the calendar year 1895 were 
$201,152,771. 

The course of exports of American manufactures has 
been steadily upward for the past five years. It has been 
upward, with one exception, since 1890. Increases occurred 
under the McKinley law, but they have been greatest dur- 
ing the past year under the Gorman law. The following 
table illustrates in a striking manner the growth in exports 
of manufactures for the first nine months of each calendar 


year since 1889:

It is the opinion of some members of the trade that ex- 
ports will continue to increase. A representative of one 
of the largest manufacturing concerns said: ‘‘ We can now 
produce nails about as cheap as they can be made in Eu- 
rope, but we are at a disadvantage in the matter of freight 
rates. If American makers could get as favorable rates as 
German makers get their trade with all countries would in- 
crease greatly.” 

According to a recent report published in the College 
Gazette, a representative in Hamburg of a large West- 
phalian iron works, whose special branch is the manuface 
ture of barbed wire, states that the condition of the export 
trade in barbed wire, especially to Japan, is at present 
very unsatisfactory, owing to the American competition. 
According to this report, the Hamburg export houses are 
forced to buy American wire, because their foreign custom- 
ers have already begun to buy it directly from the United 
States. The German houses being thus obliged to either 
lose their business or to import American wire themselves, 
have decided to do the latter, and this all the more as, in 
consequence of the direct importation of barbed wire, they 
would also lose the sale of other goods which would like- 
wise be purchased directly from the United States, experi- 
ence having shown that a business connection, when once 
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established in one article, also extends to others. The only 
thing that has remained of the former extensive business in 
barbed wire is the prospect of selling the article retail in 
fifty rolls.— Wm. D. Warner, U. S. Consul at Cologne. 

In the interesting report upon the exhibition of American 
machinery, by the Royal Dublin Agricultural Society, made 
by Consul Ashby at Dublin, he says: 

‘‘T was especially interested in noting the machinery of 
American make and comparing it with its competitors of 
Irish and English manufacture. Asa rule, the English and 
Irish manufactures are much heavier in make and more 
clumsy in appearance than the same sorts of American 
machinery. 

‘‘T believe that in harvesting machinery and hay tools, 
those of American manufacture are steadily growing in 
favor. I cannot emphasize too strongly the importance to 
American manufacturers of agricultural machinery and 
tools being represented at the principal agricultural shows. 
It would also be undoubtedly to their advantage could they 
send a representative to visit the various exhibits of agri- 


cultural machinery, and to study their manufacture in com- 
parison with their foreign competitors, so as to be able to 
suggest changes for the foreign trade which would help to 
overcome prejudices in the matter of form.”’ 


The electric railway is only 10 years old in the United 
States, yet it is said there are 1,000 such roads in the coun- 
try, using 12,000 miles of track, operating 25,000 cars, and 
involving an investment of about $750,000,000; moreover, 
this investment is increasing annually, at the rate of $100,- 
000,000 for new roads and new equipment.

Christmas presents as a reward for studious attention 
to our daily ducies, and unselfish devotion to hard work, 
were in the old days far more prevalent than they seem to 
be to-day among the customs of commercial progression ; 
and this abstention from the distribution of such rewards 
of merit, I presume, is caused by the increased remunera- 
tion which boys are paid to-day, compared with the ‘‘ three 
years’ continuous services—-starting at $50 per annum, with 
an increase of the same amount twelve months off ’— 
which formerly prevailed. The boys thus scantily re- 
warded by wages, were frequently blest about Christmas 
time with a donation of $10 to $25, which usually dropped 
into willing hands and which their more modern successors 
look for in vain. Even in the matter of supper money 
made necessary by extra work at the store on one or more 
evenings a week, the frugally-minded youth subsisting on 
$50 a year, rarely spent the whole of the ‘‘ quarter,” which 
then gauged the amount of provender he expected to find 
sufficient; while at this time, on an allowance of 50 cents, 
the gilded youth frequently ‘‘ blows in,” as he says, some 
of his own private resources to furnish a meal fit for this 
Lucullus of an office boy, who returns to the store with a 
stomach so full he unconsciously admits his inability to per- 
form any labor. But speaking about Christmas presents, and 
the now obsolete custom of making them in commercial 
circles, made my memory revert to a time in the past which 
covered an experience of my own, which I shall never for- 
get on account of its attending consequences. 

When I was office boy, etc., doing my three years’ time 
for John C. Tucker & Co., after a year’s hard work in 
which I had applied myself conscientiously, and was con-

sequently in hopes that I had especially distinguished my- 
self, Mr. Thomas S. Smith, who was the managing partner 
looking after all the details, called me on one side early in 
December, and stating that he was on the eve of his de- 
parture for a two months’ trip out West, kindly informed 
me that on the ensuing Christmas eve it was the philan- 
thropic design of the firm, in recognition of the value of 
my services, to present me with fifty dollars, instead of the 
usual five or ten to which we had all become accustomed. 
He said he gave me this timely notice, so that if I desired 
to order some new apparel wherewith to decorate my per- 
son, I could feel that the wherewithal to pay for the same 
would be forthcoming. I thanked him from the bottom of 
my empty pocket, and as may well be supposed, being 
young and inexperienced in the disposition of large boun- 
ties, I at once laid out—by ordering the necessaries of life 
in the shape of clothes, etc.—at least $49.75 of the antici- 
pated amount. 

When, upon the arrival of Christmas eve, we boys were 
all assembled previous to closing the store for the day, we 
were severally called to approach the raised dais from 
which the envelopes were carefully distributed by the hand 
of Mr. Tucker, I approached for mine with a feeling of 
confidence, born of an early knowledge of its generous con- 
tents, but what was my vexation, chagrin and despair, 
upon investigating its interior a few minutes later, to find 
that my very careful and considerate employer, taking ad- 
vantage of the absence of his associate, had deemed the 
benefaction too large in its dimensions, and had frugally 
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cut it down fifty per cent. It dawned upon me very 
promptly that I was ‘‘ina hole,” and one which it would 
take several weeks to get out of by enforced self-denial 
and unlooked-for abstemiousness. A few years ago, when 
at an advanced age, my old employer passed away to that 
undiscovered country, I felt as though I would be justified 
in making a claim upon the estate for that unfulfilled con- 
tract. It was my first rude experience in the domestic 
economy of ‘‘ how not to do it,”’ and my first wrestle with 
the demon of debt who tried hard for many years after- 
ward to prevent my entirely cutting his acquaintance. 


Edison’s Latest Marvel. 


The world has heard so much about Thos. A. Edison 
that any invention bearing his name at once attracts at- 
tention. On the 23d of April last there came from his 
shop in Menlo Park a machine destined to add greatly to 
his fame, if that be possible. It was called a vitascope, 
and though much had been written about it in the news- 
papers, it was reserved for the fortunate audience that 
crowded the famous music hall of Koster & Bial in New 
York that night to witness a demonstration of its unique 
and marvelous work. The vitascope is an adaptation of 
the kinetoscope, which seems to open a wide horizon for 
possibilities in the application of electricity and photo- 
praphy to panoramic effects. The invention consists of 
projecting the kinetoscope pictures upon a large screen. 


These pictures are full of action. The people move about 
as in real life. Famous skirt dancers reveal their graces 
as on the stage, the color of their costumes being vividly 
produced. One view is that of sea waves breaking ona 
beach. They come tumblingin, one succeeding the other, 
their crests breaking into white foam. It is as real asifseen 
from a window. Another shows the arrival and departure 
of trains on the elevated road at the Herald Square, New 
York. A thrilling presentation is a fire scene, with brave 
firemen at work rescuing people from a burning building. 
Then there is a spirited view of Corbett and a skillful an- 
tagonist fighting a number of rounds. In this picture 
every blow and knockdown, together with the movements of 
the excited attendants, is faithfully depicted. The colors 
of flowers, grasses, clouds, costumes and the infinite varie- 
ty of natural effects are superbly maintained, thus giving 
to the views an added charm and glory.—Detroit Free Press.

ness conditions. 

Let us carefully note the errors that have been made, 
so as to avoid them in the future. Let us buy only what 
we can pay for, and pay for what we buy. Let employer 
and employed have a mutual interest, so that work may 
be profitable for both. 

The prices of nearly all articles in which we are particu- 
larly interested may fairly be considered as on a low basis, 
and will probably remain so for some time to come, 
unless affected by changes in the tariff. As we are at this 
time producing Tin Plates at less than the imported Plates, 
with the present rate of duty, it would seem as though no 
advance in duties were either desirable or necessary for 
this industry.
